‘€ This vuioa is aiteady im itseff the guaran- 
tee of great and indisputable advantages to 
tbe two Kingdoms, aud to the whole of 
Germany; bat the benevolence and care of 
the Emperor of Russia, and the mildness and 
known goodness of the King of" Prussia, will 
augment still more: the happy result. 

‘< Alter the preliminary deliberatious which 
had for their object the welfare of the whole, 
aud the parts which comprise it, their Majes. 
ties, vamely, the King, Frederick William, 
a8 ie future Sovercign of ‘the country, de- 
clares it to be his intentión not ta. iucorporate, 
&s a province, Saxouy, with his States, but 
tu unite it to Prussia under the title of ‘the 
Kingdom of Saxony; to’ preserve always its 
integrity ; to cave it to the enjoyment of the 
rights, privileges, and advantages, which the 
Constitution of Germany will secure to those 
countries of Germany, which form a part of the 
Prussian Mouarchy; and to change wotbing 
iu its present constitution: and the Emperor 
Alexander has testified his particular satisfac. 
tion at this declaration.”

Copy of a letter from Lieut. Watson, Ist of 


the late U. S, stoop Argus, lo the Secre. 


tary of the Navy, dated Norfolk, March 
2, 1816. 


Sir=—Circumstanees during my residence in - 


England having heretofore prevented my at. 
tention to the painful duty which devolved on 
me by the death of my gallant conimauder, 
Captain Wm. H. Allen, of the Fate U, S. 
brig Argus, I have now the honor to state 
fur your information, that, having landed the 
Minister Plenipotentiary (Mr. Crawford) and 
suite at L’Orient, we proceeded on the cruise 
which had been directed by the Departurent, 
and after capturing twenty vessels (ù list of 
the names and other particulars of which I 
have the honor to enclose) being in lat. 52 
15, north, long. 5 50 west, on the 14th Aug. 
1813, we discovered at 4 o’clock, A. M. a 
large brig of war standing down under a press 
of sail upou our weather quarter, the wind 
being at south, and the'Argus close hauled on 
the starboard tack, we iamediately prepared 
to receive her; and at 4 30, being unable to 
get the weather gage, we shortened sail and 
gave her an opportunity of closing. At 6, 
the brig having displayed English colours, we 
hoisted our Bag, wore round, and „gero her 
the larboärd broadside (being at this tige

withfn grape distance) which sas returned, 
And the action commenced within the range of. 
musketry. At6 4, Capt. Allen was wounde 
ed, and the enemy shot away our main braces, 
main spring stay, gaff, and trysail.mast. At 
6 8, Capt, Allen being much exhausted by 
the loss of blood was taken below. At6 12 
lost our spritsail. yard and the principal part of 
the standing rigging on the larboard side of 
the foremast. At this time Ì received a 
wound ou the head from a grape shot, which 
for a time rendered me incapabte of attending 
to duty, and was carried below. I had, howe 
ever, the satisfaction of recollecting on m 
recovery, (hat nothing which the most gallant 
exertious could effect would he left undoue 
by Lieut. W. H. Alten, jr. who succeeded 
to the command of the deck. Lieut. Aiten- 
repurts, at 6 14, the enemy being on our weze 
ther quarter, edged of for the purpoze of 
getting under our stern, but the Argus luffied 
close tou with the maintopsail aback, and 
giviog him a raking broadside, frustrated his 
attempt. At6 18, the enemy shot away our 
preventer main braces and nin topsail tyes 
and the Argus having lost the use of her afe 
ter.sails, fell on before the wind, when the 
enemy succeeded in passing our stern, and 
range up vn the starboard side. AG 25, the 
wheel ropes and running rigging of every dese 
cription, being shat away, the Argus bécame 
unwanageable; and the eneûy, not having: 
sustained any apparent damage, had it coma 
pletelyg in. his power to choose a position, 
continued to play upon our starboard quare. 
ter, occasionally shifting his situation untik 
630, when Ll returned to the deck, the 
enemy being under our stern, within pistol 
shot, where he cuntinued to rake us uutit 
638, when we prepared to board, but in, 
Consequenee of our shattered condition, were 
unable to effect it; the eucmy then passed 
our broadside and took a positioa on vur 
Starboard bow. From this time until 6 47 
we were exposedto a cross or raking fire, 
without being able to oppose hut littic more- 
than musketry to the broadside of the encmys 
our guns beiug much disabled and seldom’ 
brought to bear. The Argus having now 
Sufiered much, in hult and rigging, as also in. 
killed, and. wounded, amoug the former of 
whom (exclusive of our gallant Capt.) we. 
base to Lament the Joss of two meritorioug 
young officers in Midshipmen Delphy aud 
Edward»; and being exposed toa galling fre, 
which, fran the enemy?’s abiliny to mauage his 
vessel, we could not avoid, [ de med it 
necessary to surrender, and was taku pose 
sessiun of by ll. B, M. sloop the Pelican, 
of tweaty.one carriage guus, via. sisteen 32. 
pound carronades, four loug 6’s, and one 121b 
carronade. LI hope this measure will meeg 
your approbatioy, and that the result of this 
action, when the superior sa3e and metal of 
our opponent, and the fatigue which the erew, 
&c. of the Argus underwent from a verw rapid 
succession of captures ie considered, wall nok 
be thought unwosthy of tbe flag ouder which 
we serve, Ji 

E have the honor to. enclose a list of 
kitled and. woaunded, and. feel gevat satise 
faction in reporting the general good cone 
duet of the meo and officers engaged on 
this occasion, and. particutarly the zcat 
ang activity displayed by bieut, Allen, 
who; you will observe for a time, come 
manded on. deck,
